We are told, again, that England is 
giving way to vice, and that this is a 
certain sign that her days, as a first- 
class Power, are numbered.

ing. 

If England is such a decadent coun- 
try, why is it that all foreigners delight 
to come and live here?

The idea that our art and literature 
and religion are declining is probably 
due to the fact that we have so many 
more writers, painters, and preachers 
than we used to have, that few have a 
chance of standing out pre-eminently.

THE TROUSERS OF MARS 


| OLONEL F, N, MAUDE, writing in 
London Daily Mail, has some- 
ef to say about military uni- 
forms, and the uses of red trousers: 
‘The question of invisibility of uni- 
forms was duly investigated about the 
time of the Boer War, and a report was 
presented by the infantry greatly in 
favor of less conspicuous eolors. “This 
report was passed to the artillery for 
any remarks, and returned by them 
with a note pointing out that if the 
change was adopted the field artillery 
could no longer promise the infantry 
the support of shrapnel fire up to the 
last moment before the assault. The 
wording was curious, perhaps a little 
too Rabelaisian for our English press, 
but in substance it said: When you 
are lying down now in the final ‘fire 
position we can see quite clearly where 
ha are, me keep up a storm of shells 
ver your heads: on aka oursel: 
ARE ci ees we shall

near the enemy, and leave you to as- 
sault him unaided.’ The French infan 
try saw the point, and hence have re- 
tained their red breeches, worth a couple 
of hundred thousand men to them 
against a khaki-elad foe; and if anyone 
doubts this conclusion they have only 
to go through the many incidents in 
the Boer War where our gunners either 
failed to fire on the Boers, mistaking 
them for our own men or vice versa, and 
trace the results of the casualty lists 
and the duration of the whole cam- 
paign,’’
